When one is wearing out old tires, is the time 


when the spare tire equipment and the emergency repair equipment are 
or the most vital importance. With all new tires on the wheels, spare rims 


iand casings are seldom called for, but when gutting the last wear out 
fat old shoos, the single spare rim and tire, customarily carried, may 


•well be reinforced by an extra, spare casing.

A Few Remarks For The 
Consideration Of Fisherman

A great many people are under the 


impression 
that many

from the effects of the operation after 
being returned to the water. 
This is 


a mistaken notion as great care is ex- 
ercised in handling such fish, so as not 
to bruise or injure them. 
A few die, 


it is tiiiie, and some seasons the loss is 
more than 
others, 
depending on the 


length of time they must be held in 
"dummies. What we call dummies are 
pens constructed 
with 
small mesh 
webbing, to 
prevent 
gilhng, about 


twelve feet square and eight feet deep 
with stakes 
at the 
corners to hold 


webbing f.rm. 
The 
bottom 
of pens 
are covered with webbing and sides 
extending about two 
feet above tho 


surface of the water to prevent fish 
from escaping over the top. 
We usu- 


ally have 
a dummy for 
each day's 
catch of fish. When operations are at 
full blast we may catch 1000 fish a. 
day of which 400 may be females and 
not moro than ten 
ready to -spawn, 


these are 
spawned and 
the balance 


placed in the dummy and held until 
they are in condition. Kach day we 
sort the fish spawn that are ready and 
return them to the lake. 
When fish, 


are ripe the eggs run from them-like 
peas from a bottle. 
The weather conditions have a great 


deal to do with the time the eggs ma- 
ture. If the weather is warm the eggs 
mature quickly, and during such ses- 
sions we have the best success. It is 
durinc backward 
springs when it is 


cold and raw that we experience the 
greatest difficulties and suffer the most 
losses. If Ush must be held moro than 
six clays before releasing their eg-gs, 
they begin to what is called bake—the 
eggs will not loosen and the fish are 
rcyurned to the 
lake without 
being 


spawned. 
- Each season we catch from 2000 to 
G O O D fish of which forty to sixty die. 
The largest loss of which wo have rec- 
ord was one hundred and sixty fish. 
This large loss was due to extremely 
backward weather 
conditions 
which j 


necessitated our holding^them in nets 
much longer than usual. 
Fish that die after being- spawned 


and liberated are found floating on 
the surface of the water or along the 
shore on tho windward side. For sev- 
eral vears we have hired a local man 
to pick up, bury, and record the num- 
ber of 
dead . fish- found 
after the 


spawning,period. Comparing one sea- 
son -with 
die from 


another, the 
number that 
our handling is very small 


in proportion 'to the number of oggs 
hatched. 
Every fish found dead on 
the lake is blamed to us. There arc 
many that 
die 
from - other causes 


which condition we find on lakes each 
spring after ice goes out where we 
do not do any fishing-. . 
For several 
years

L.a'lce, where we catch two-thirds of 
all the pike 
we 
need for spawning 


purposes, I have made it my business 
to go around the lake on an average 
of twice a week in a launch for three 
weeks after we have finished opera-

OD tiave often admired no 
doubt that tree with the tulip- 
shaped pale yellow green flow- 
ers in May or June.
